The defendant was Herr Soer- 
ries, a manufacturer of Hagen, who 
was accused of having shot down 
his friend, H err Schulte, owner of 
a large estate at 
Einsal, 
near 
Hagen. 
About 10 years ago Schulte was 
in financial troubles and begged 
Soerries to help him. 
The latter

The two became very friendly, 
and soon Schulte, who was a bach­ 
elor, was a welcome guest at Soer­ 
ries’ home.

after things.”

that he put liis suspicions aside. 
For years the friendship went on. 
Mrs. Soerries continued to go to 
Einsal every summer, and took her 
children with her during vacation 
time, while Schulte didn’t fail to 
supply his friend in the city with 
the best delicacies his estate pro­ 
duced. 
Then one of the sons of Soerries 
found a letter from Schulte in his 
mother’s brief case, from which it 
was evident that intimate relations 
had existed between Mrs. Soerries 
and Schulte for many years.

The 
third 
stage 
should be entirely shielded on all 
sides, if possible, and grounded. If 
the cores of all the A. F. transform­ 
ers are grounded it w ill help to a 
great extent. It is possible (hat the 
B ” battery is the cause of a good 
deal of trouble. Fluctuating 
volt 
age from the “ B ” battery, although 
not noticeable in the detector, will 
be very much in evidence on three 
stages. A radio frequently choke oil, 
consisting of 75 turns of wire cn a 
2 inch tube, placed in the grid cir­ 
cuit of the third amplifying tube 
will be beneficial. In such an am­ 
plifier the turns ratio of the sec­ 
ond and third transformers should 
not exceed 3 to 1.
